Well, that involves 
a great deal.It is the/|procoss oy vrhich 
a now canper is put into 'shape as a full 
fledged C.F.S. hoy. This takes all f-'the 
w^v fron a fev; days time to a wee k or 
two. Its adninistro.tion lies in the 
hands of the canp staff, technical off- 
ici,als, nurse, natron, doctor, and sea¬ 
soned campers, 

VJhen a fellow first goes to camp, 
he finds himself in an entirely new en¬ 
vironment, so different, from home that 
he mi^d'it believe he v;ere to live in a 
chicken house. The sound efiects might 
remind him of a hoard trade meeting.and 
Mien the sweeper goes throuf^i - - -well 
those who know it can live through it & 
those vrho haven't, experienced it have 
missed some thick air. 

However, after conditioning is all 
over, one can sleep amid hlaring r-adios, 
shouting voices, lights, and what have 
3 ^ou, The place becomes more home-like 
as 3 ^ou become accustomed to it, 

Tlie nurse doesn't-ijfait very long to 
start her part of the initiation. Sloe 
wields the needle. The process doesn't 
pain so much, but the aftermath.' Even 
after the fifth or sixth time one isn't 
fully conditioned, but he has become 
immune to tj'phoid, scarlet fever, Rocky 
Mountain Spotted fever, etc. 

The new camper is soon instructed 
in methods of housekeeping. He has no 
mother or sister to his bed or tidy_ 

up his stall. The bed -is to be made 
without a v/rinkle and just right. Every¬ 
thing is to , be placed neatly p,n. the 
shelves, clothes correctly placed in the 
closet and towels hung straight over the 
rack. These seemingly insignificant de¬ 
tails eventually become a ha,Vit of the 
new C.P.S. bpy, more or less. 

ITov; all this time the one in condit 
ioning is not supposed to have time to 
sit down and get homesick. The camp and 
technical staffs have both learned of 
his arrival. Arc there any roofs to be 
fixed, painting to be done, scrubbing, 
cleaning, ditches to be dug, coal to be 
hauled, vreeds to be cut or burned, and 
other jobs too numerous to mention? Well 
tl'.e now assignee, gets to hear about it.
